intervals of a week. The site usual-

\for a day or se. The immunity does 
inot develop for several weeks or 
months after. the inoculation, so the 
/method is net applicable for the im- 
| mediate protection of children who 
have been directly exposed to the 
disease. but must be used when there 
is no immediate danger of contrac- 
tion. 

Method of Proved Valuc. 

“The method is now of proved 
value and yy its use the entire pop- 
ulation of any city could be im- 
munized against diphtheria. In New 
York more than 100,000 school chil- 
dren have been so immunized.” 

Dr. Cooke related that in 1915, 
1916 and 1917 one of every three 
nurses who attended diphtheria cases

The map has acquired a new meaning for St. Louis 
in the past five rears. The fact that this city is the 
geographical and population center of the greatest 
market area in the United States did not mean s0 
much when freight rates were low and this territory 
could be reached with less expense than at present 
from other metropolitan centers.
